*Black water must be disposed of at the dump station, not
on the ground, in the river, or in irrigation ditches.

*Do not leave trash unattended. Dispose of trash in
dumpsters. Leave campsites free of litter.

*Bathing and washing of food, clothing, or dishes at
public faucets or in restrooms is prohibited.

*Used dishwater must be dumped down the drains near
the water spigots outside each restroom.

*Showers and laundry are available in the town of
Springdale for a fee.

*Wood gathering is prohibited in the park.

«In-line skates and non-motorized scooters are allowed only on the
campground roads and the Pa’rus Trail.

*River tubing and skateboarding are prohibited in the park.
*Weapons and traps are strictly prohibited in all National Parks.

Hammocks are only allowed in the footprint of the campsite.
They cannot hang over vegetation.

eInstallation of sports equipment such as horseshoe pits
and stakes, volleyball nets, etc. is prohibited.

Clotheslines may be no longer than 15 ft. and are
restricted to one clothesline per site.

Attaching items to trees with nails, wire or chains is
prohibited.

« Attaching or suspending any item from trees which may
cause tree or limb damage, including swings, candles,
and lanterns, is prohibited.
